Big Fire at Chico. 


Cuico, October 29.—The fire which 
started yesterday morning in the fac- 
tory of the Sierra Flume and Lumber 
company, and from there spread to 
the piles of lumber adjacent, as an- 
nounced in yesterday's telegram, was 
the most destructive that has ever oc- 
curred in northern California. The 
flames soon spread from one pile of 
lumber to another, until the entire 
yard of ten acres, with its vast accu- 
mulations of lumber and extensive 
buildings, was enveloped by the de- 
stroying element. The driveways be- 
tween the rows of piled lumber had 
the appearance of huge furnaces, and 
columns of flame ascended upward 
for hundreds of feet. The only build- 
ing saved on the ten acres used by the 
company was the hay barn on the 
Humboldt road side of the ground. A 
clean sweep of everything was made in 
the yard, including a portion of the 
flume, probably forty or fifty rods in 
length. The judge's stand on the 

ounds of the Upper Sacramento 
Valley Agricultural Society, adjoining 
the lumber yard, was burned and it 
was only with the greatest difficulty 
that the other buildings on the steck 
grounds were saved. The loss is esti- 
mated at about $500,000. There was 
some 7000 doors, windows and blinds 
ready for market, which were consum- 
ed. It is said that in addition to the 
lumber belonging to the company, the 
late employes of Jason Springer & Co. 
had recently sent down some $80,000 
worth of lumber that was consumed. 
This lumber had been taken in pay- 
ment for their labor.

The Northern District Succeeds -Good 
Management and Enterprise.

The citizens of Lassen, Modoc, Plu- 
mas and Sierra counties, California, 
held their first district fair during the 
week just past. The fine stock which 
has been the special pride of these 
counties was all exhibited on the 
grounds, and the most liberal induce- 
ments were offered to visitors from 
other sections.

2d. That the existence of Chinese in the 
United States is detrimental and injurious to

Gold and silver the only legal tender; no 
currency unconvertible with coin; the honest 
payment of the public debt; a sacred preser- 
vation of the public faith ; revenue reform, and 
a tariff for revenue only; no government part- 
nership with monopolies, no subsidies to cor- 
porations or individuals ; no class legislation: 
no unjust or unequal taxation; the reservation 
of so much ofthe. public domain as the Re- 
publican party has not already given away to 
railroad corporations, for the benefit of actual 
settlers; the maintainance ofa non-sectarian 
common scheol system; acquiscence in the 
lawfully expressed will of the majority; the 
equality of all citizens before the iaw; 
economy ip public expenses, that labor may 
be burdened; s“bordination of the 
military to the civil power; no centralization ; 
and a strict construction of the Federal 
Constition.

4th. The Democracy of Nevada deneunces 
the Chinese element as an {incubus that will 


on earth and demands such à radical change 
in the treaty with the Chinese Empire as well 
forever stop the immigration of the Chinese 
to the United States. 

Sth. The Democracy of Nevadais in favor 
ofthe State, county and municipal govern 
ment; and that every species of property bear 
its just and equal burden of taxation. While 
no war is made on the great corporations, it 
is demanded that their property shall contri- | 
bute to the support of government, the same 
asother property, Unflinching opposition to 
any further exemption of the net proceeds of 


the mines is announced, the mining interests 


being now sufficiently encouraged and pro- 
tected. Such a reduction of State taxation is 
demanded as will prevent any accumulation of 
money in the State Treasury, and as will only 
furnish a sufficiency for the interest on the 
State debt and the economical administration 
ofthe State government. 

6th. The Democracy repudiates the doc- 
trine that any officer may disregard and ignore 
the pledges made by his constituents, and oa 
the faith of which he was elected; .nd de- 
clares that if such prectice be tolerated it will 
result in the destruction of representative 
Democratic government, and we declare that 
no power exists which can relieve officials 
from pledges made tothe people previous to 
election. 

7th. The Democracy of Nevada holds the 
ballot to be the inalienable right of free citi- 
zens; views with alarm the efforts of the great 
foreign corporations to control the political 
contests in Nevada, and urges the people of 
this State by their votes and the polls in the 
approaching election, so signally to rebuke 
and trample upon such interference as will 
forever prevent its repetition 

sth. The Democracy of Nevada recognizes 
the right as well as the neceessity, of organ- 
izing and maintaining by the industrial 
classes, Miner's Unions and “Mechanic's 
Unions.” and other associations, for the pur- 
pose of protection against Chinese pauper 
labor. Under a wise and frugal government, 
which it is the mission of the Democracy to 
maintain and perpetuate, any resort to force, 
or to violation of law, or invasion of the right 
of person or property, to redress greivances, 
is needless and at war with free institutions, 
By legislators festering and favoring the great 
moneyed corporations, such] as national 
banks, railroad, steamship, telegraphie and 
manufacturing companies, the Republican 
party has perverted the Government from its 
true object, protecting the people, and made 
it the instrument of plundering them. It has 
concentrated vast wealthin the hands of a 
few, while the toiling millions who created 
that wealth are struggling in poverty and en- 
forced idleness ; and it has enabled monopolies 
to devour so great a portion of the earnings 
as o take from the mouth of labor the bread 
it has earned.
